SHALL BREED GUERNSEYS? 


AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB main- 

tains Extension Division and Publicity Division 
and the Breepers’ JouRNAL, largely for the 
purpose promoting the breed and expanding our interests. 
Gratifying results are secured through judicious work 
the part these agencies. However, there doubt that 
some the strongest breed propaganda issued not from 
the central office nor from the local Guernsey Breeders’ 
Associations, but from the individual breeders. Time and 
time again established breeder comes contact with 
man who considering the establishment pure bred herd 
and whose breed choice not yet made. 


There doubt that the personal word and opinion 
man who knows Guernseys often has much more decided 
influence determining the future breed prospective 
breeder than does the effort detached 
always the personal element reckoned with and when 
man who has worked with Guernseys willing stand 
and testify the results and benefits that can secured 
from Guernsey herd, that man potential factor the 
growth the breed. Similarly the same man, does not 
display interest and confidence his breed may dis- 
courage prospective dairyman from adopting the Guernsey 
breed his choice dairy cattle. 


short time ago incident came the attention the 
office which has been thought advisable sub- 
mit readers the order that they may 
realize the extent which some men are willing 
helping boost their breed along. 


prospective dairyman the state Colorado was just 
about convinced that could make money breeding 
pure bred cattle. order get the opinion another man 
the proposition, wrote man the Middle West 
who has been acquainted with Guernsey cattle and with 
general farming and dairying for many years. The inquirer 
was asking for information which would direct him 
the proper choice his breed. reproduce his letter with 
the questions which asked the following: 


have 300 acre farm, one and one-half miles from town 
Railway, half way between Denver and Salt Lake City. One 
hundred and sixty acres are fruit and 100 acres alfalfa and 
general crops. There are ample buildings, including houses, barns, 
poultry and hog houses, artesian well, and full equipment 
horses, trucks, wagons and implements for fruit and farm business, 
but cows, hogs poultry. 

“It occurred that dairy, hog and poultry proposition 
could made pay, and yet are without experience. would 
willing advance the funds necessary for the enterprise 
can shown that will profitable. order get the matter 
are asking few questions detail:

additional equipment necessary? 

you advise working into pure bred herd? 

estimate cost animals and equipment detail. 

you handle hogs, and what breed? 

you raise poultry?

After receiving this letter the man who knew Guernseys 
and their value, sat down and wrote the following letter 
reply. have doubt that our friends Colorado will 
shortly boast good herd Guernseys, largely because 
the second man’s letter: 


“The plan you have outlined ought certainly pay well 
managed. Alfalfa ideal cow feed. With corn almost 
complete ration. other sections, farmers have gone great 
labor secure stand. farm where grows abundantly would 
almost ideal. With you, corn would the problem, but you 
grow crop suitable for green feed and silage which would 
great help. Oat, barley and wheat products should complete the 
feed, with little purchased for special use. There ought 
twenty cows milk all the time. these were well selected they 
should yield 500 600 pounds milk daily. 


“The breed depends upon local conditions extent. 
better work with that breed which most popular commu- 
nity. This secures degree co-operation selling, especially, 
consignment sales are held. market milk handled, the 


Guernsey unreservedly the best. The color and quality the 
Guernsey milk secures everywhere, the sections 
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farther east, retails fifteen eighteen cents and even twenty- 
five cents per quart where ordinary milk brings ten and twelve 
cents. The Guernsey has strong constitution, yields freely, tests 
highly and has less nervous temperament and for this reason she 
easy keeper. Guernsey stock always sells good figure. 
write this, news comes from the National sale the effect 
that Guernsey cow sold for $9000 and male for $10,000. 
course there are extreme instances but the herd from which the 
cow was selected has been established only about ten years. 
one the best the land yet started unpretentious way. 
Unfortunately, there are few Guernsey herds Colorado. Why 
not the leader? The prices for butter fat range from twenty 
fifty-five cents per pound. Market milk ranges from ten fifteen 
cents per quart your section. herd twenty good Guernseys 
should put 150 200 quarts the street daily. fifteen cents 
per quart this would twenty-two thirty cents daily after the 
market has been established. added expense market milk 
above butter fat would not great—one man who could work 
upon the farm part the day, and delivery car, would the 
main items. Some allowance should made for breakage and bad 
accounts but both ought not run high. The income should 
$20.00 per day. 

your stock distance and select carefully order 
get good individuals and healthy stock with large capacity. 
There are more herds select from there and when buying 
sales— especially dispersals—you set the price upon the best the 
breeder has developed. 

your barn equipped for dairy cows, will neces- 
sary put stalls, stanchions, water bowls and mangers for 
twenty. There ought box stalls for calves, maternity pens 
and official testing. system ventilation, litter carrier and 
silo will about complete the equipment. This last implies filling 
machine. You doubtless have the power. 

necessary investment including animals and equipment 
would between $6000 and $7000. Grade Guernseys would cost 
$100 each. good herd bull should not more than $300. 
The cost transportation then would added. 
might sell more slowly the start but once they are started, they 
will move readily. grade male any breed worth more 
than veal prices. registered calf six months old worth from 
$100 $200. Note that difference. Registered females should being 
more than males. The best plan would start with ten grade 
and ten registered cows. Buy young stuff safely bred and accli- 
mate before freshening. watching sales, such could picked 
around $300 each. That would $3000 for registered 
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and $1000 for grades. fifty per cent. your stock were heif- 
ers, there would fifteen registered females the herd with the 
first crop calves. Build this way exclusively pure bred 
herd just fast possible. The best profit comes from such 
herd. costs more raise registered calves than grades. 


brood sows should bring you 12,000 pounds pork 
six nine months, farrowing once yearly. average prices, that 
would $900. Two farrowings year three two years 
may had. the sows were registered, the pigs should average 
$30 six months for breeding purposes. the litters average 
only five each and one half were sold for breeding stock and one 
half for pork, the income would $1700. sale 
stock not prompt, the market always available.

Eggs for hatch- 
ing cost more produce than any other kind—except for the 
advertising—and should make nice revenue season. The day

Professor Ernest Anthony Arrives Denmark 


ROFESSOR ERNEST ANTHONY, head the 

Department Dairy Husbandry, West Virginia Uni- 
versity, who was recently awarded the Traveling Fellowship 
the American-Scandinavian Foundation for 
travel and study co-operative agriculture and dairying, 
has been granted year’s leave absence the University. 
sailed with his family August from New York 
the Scandinavian-American Liner, “S. Hellg Olav” and 
arrived Denmark August 

Professor Anthony will give his time for the entire year 
study the University Copenhagen and extensive 
travel through the rural districts the Scandinavian coun- 
tries and many sections the mainland Europe. 

The greater part his attention will given such stud- 
ies and activities that will enable the outgrowth more 
friendly attitude co-operative agriculture between the 
United States and the Scandinavian countries. Special 
study will made co-operative dairying and dairy con- 
ditions they now exist Denmark. 

Along with his major study co-operative agriculture and 
co-operative dairying expects make intensive study 
the Red Danish cattle. will study the history and 
development the cattle they now exist and the in- 
fluence this breed the development dairying 
found Denmark and also the adaptability this breed 
the conditions the United States and other foreign coun- 
tries. 

his travels through the dairy districts, will make 
study the methods used the Danes feeding and man- 


aging the small herds and the management the small dairy 
farms. 


After has completed year’s study the University 
Copenhagen will tour considerable the mainland 
Europe. will visit first the beautiful little farms Scot- 
land, the home the Ayrshires. will also spend about 
two weeks the Channel Islands visiting the more famous 
breeders the Jersey and Guernsey breeds. Then will 
visit many the famous old herds Holstein-Friesian 
cattle Holland. will especially interested study- 
ing the old herd books and the original histories these 
major breeds dairy cattle. 

Since Professor Anthony has already been very successful 
the dairy world both educationalist and practical 
dairyman, quite certain that his study will 
very beneficial the advancement dairying the United 
States. 

Professor Anthony was born Wescott, Custer County, 
Nebraska, large cattle ranch. lived there until 
was fifteen years old when his father sold the ranch and 
moved large dairy farm Missouri. 1918 com- 


pleted his preparatory work the Columbia Normal Acade- 
my, Columbia, Missouri, and 1912 obtained his Sc. 
Agr. degree from the University Missouri, specializing 
dairying under Dr. Eckles. secured his Master’s 
degree from the Pennsylvania State College Agriculture 
1914, and from 1912 1919 was connected with the 
dairy department there associate professor. 

Since 1919, has been the Head the Department 
Dairy Husbandry the State University and will return 
his duties sometime the autumn next year. 
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WISCONSIN STATE NORMAL SCHOOL 
Growing Herd 


AMONG the many agencies that are helping prove the 

value pure bred dairy cattle the surrounding 
farmers, must pause consider the schools, colleges, and 
other state and county institutions. Quite often, besides 
serving cource future dairymen, such institution 
visited nearby farmers who often form their first im- 
pressions breed what they see there.

Oregon, started two years ago 
develop market for their grade 
calves instead killing them 
Pine, County Agent, 
and Paul secretary 
the testing association, have been 
largely responsible for the success 
this work. 

Since each calf sold must out 
dam that has been the testing 
association, the previous year, with 
production least 300 pounds 
butter fat, naturally has developed 
greater interest the cow testing 
association work. the past two 
years the number cows the test- 
ing association that county has in- 
creased from 1100 3000. This past 
year cows were tested and 
showed average production 
7618.00 pounds milk and 331.71 
pounds butter fat. 

The high pure bred herd the as- 
sociation was Guernsey herd owned 
Judge Homer Mason. Their aver- 
age production was 8552.00 pounds 
milk and 419.24 pounds butter 
fat. 

The calves are sold from one 
two weeks age for twelve dollars 
Tillamook. They are guar- 
anteed healthy, sired pure 
bred bulls, and out dams that have 
made least 300 pounds butter 
fat the testing association. They 
also must show the color markings 
which are characteristic the breed 
they are supposed represent. 


Advertisements were placed the 
principle papers the northwest 
about the first January this year, 
stating that calves would for sale 
the spring according terms men- 
tioned, sired pure bred Jersey, 
Holstein and Guernsey bulls. the 
first March, before they were 
born, orders had been received for all 
available Guernsey calves. The sup- 
ply Holstein calves was not ex- 
hausted until about April 15. Some 
extra advertisements regarding Jer- 
seys but was not possible sell all 
these that were available. The 
price Jerseys will probably 
lowered another year. The total 
number orders received were 
follows: Jerseys, 389; Holsteins, 516;
